§ 1.2. Business to be transacted in writing. Ail businaas with tha Patent or Tradamark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of 
applicants or thair attorneys or agants at the Patent and Trademark Office is unnecessary. Ths-action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based excfusivety 
on the written rscord in tha Office. No attention will be paid to any allegad oral promise, stipulation, or undarstanding in relation to which there Is dlsagr^mant or 
doubt. 

Tha action of the Patent and Tradamark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself incomplete through tha failure 
to record tha substance of interviews. 

It is the responsibility of the applk;ant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record In the application file, unless the examiner indicates 
h^ or she wiii do so. It is the examiner's responsibility to see that such a record is mada and to correct material inaccuracies wf^lch bmr directly on the question of 
patantability.

Discussions regarding 
only prtKiedural matters, directed solaly to restriction requirements for which intan/law recordation Is othanr/isa provided for in Section 812.01 of tha Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure, or pointing out typographical errors or unreadable script in Ofifice acttons or the like, are exclude from the inten^ew recordation procedures 
below. 

The Interviev^ Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed In tha right hand portion of the file* and listed on the "Contents" list on the fila 
wrapper. Tha docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflact interviews. In a parsonal interview, tha duplicate copy of tha Form is removed and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview, in the case of a telephonic interviaw, tha copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examinar is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances 
dictate, the Fomi should be maiisd promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the next official communication.

-An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by attachment of a copy 
of amendmants or claims agreed as being allowable). (Agreemants as to allowability are tentative and do not restrict further action by tha examiner to the 
contrary.) 

-Tha signature of the examiner v^fho conducted the interview 
-Nanrtas of other Patent and Tradamark Office parsonnei present. 

The Form also contains a statement reminding tha applicant of his responsibility to record the substance of the inten/iaw. 

It is desireabl® that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his obligaiion to record the substance of tha inten^iew in each case unless both applicant and 
examiner agrea that tha examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance o? tha interview, or when it is adequately recorded on tita 
Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check a box at the bottom of the Form informing the applicant that ho nasd not supplement the Form by 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the interview. 

It should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form witi not normally ba considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview unless it Includes, 
or is QU3:^lem3nted bv the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applic^la items required ttelow concerning the substance of tha intervlev^:

4) an identification of the prir^cipal proposed antendmants of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already dascribed on the interview Summary 
Form complatsd by tha examiner, 

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of tha principal arguments presented to the examiner. The fdentlftcation of arguments need not be lengthy or 
elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not required. Tha idantificatton of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature 
or thrust of the principal arguments mada to the examiner can be undsrstood in tha context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to 
emphasize and fuliy describe those arguments which he feels were or might ba persuasive to the examiner,

Examinsr to Chack for Accuracy 

Applicant's summary of what took place ^t tha inten«ew should bs caroi jlly chscked to detarmino the accuracy of ar>y argument or statement attributed to tha 
examinar during tha interview. If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentability, it should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the 
claims ere allowabia for olhar rocoons of record, tha ©xaminar should ssnd a latter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. If tha record Is 
complate and eocura?©, tha ©xaminar should pSsco th© indication "inisrvls'^ record OIT on tha pap©r recording the substance of ttie interviaw along with tho dale ortd 
tha Qxaminar'o initials. 
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
